"From the itartlng point It will bo a
continuous climb, since the plane will
have to cross a mountain range with
4)eaks 11,000 feet high. The pilot will
be Capt. O. II. Wllklns, who participated
In tho ,fllght between England and Aus
tralia.

The Diane will bo fitted Kith a patent
'sledgo attachment, which will be used to
carry provisions and equipment it any'
thing happens to prevent the Journey
being continued In the air. llh a tun
load and crew tho airplane will weigh

5,600 pounds. Its speed will average
ninety-thre- e miles an hour.

"Of the three men In the plane one
"idll be the pilot, the second the navi-
gator and wireless operator and the
third myseir. I win do tno oDserver, anu
iny duties will be to chart and photo-
graph the country over which we pass.

"I have had considerable experience
In sledging during years spent In the
Antarctic region, and In the event of

' accident I will lead tho party back to
qur base over the great Ice mountains

nd glaciers. Naturally the great enemy
we shall have to face will be the Antarc
tic blizzard, but given fairly decent
weather and reasonable luck I nm con-
vinced, we will safely return to our base.

"If the weather Is favorable I Intend
to commence the flight for tho pole next
Christmas Day."

London, Jan. 23. The Lloyd George
Government Is hoping that Herbert
Asqulth's election will provide safer
leadership In opposition than in the case
of a straight out labor opposition.
Accordingly it Is endeavoring to make
the Paisley a straight out
light between Asquith and Bfeger, the
labor candidate.

This plan Is being muddled by the ap-
parent deelre of the Paisley Unionists
to light Mr. Asquith on his own account
end coalition circles are discussing
freely tho proposal to hold an Immediate
conference of representatives for the
purpose of defining a policy and remov-
ing misunderstandings which tend to
break up the party.

Members of the Unionist party and
coalition leaders realize the necessity
ioca new ngnung policy ana a strong
'fighting force. The return of Premier
Lloyd George will enable tho party off-
icials to submit to the rank and file a
number of proposals which have been
the subject of negotiation In different
sections during recent months and now
appear sufficiently harmonized to be ac-
ceptable.

In an address at Cambridge Mr. As-

quith said
"The heaviest Indictment against the

peace conference is that while repaint-
ing the maps and distributing every-
where among the late enemies lntoler
able and Impossible burdens, It made
no aerlou3 or sustained effort to secure
even the foundation of the possibility
of peace with Russia."

UKRAINE TO BE INDEPENDENT.

Conditions for Treaty With Ileds

the complete neutrality of the Ukraine,
the withdrawal of the Bolshevlkl from
Ukrainian territory and the recognition
of' the government of the republic, with
jr. Zeppa as Premier.

In return, the Communist party Is to
have a free exercise of Its rights In
the "Ukraine, on condition that""lt does
not attempt to overthrow the authority
of the Government.

SOVIETS EAGER FOR
AN ESTHONIAN PEACE

Concessions Reported From
Dorpat Conference.

Copenhagen, Jan. 23. According to

a telegram from Reval the Soviet dele-

gates at the Dorpat Conference are
greatly elated at the recent declaration
as to the suspension of the blockade and
are now showing an eager desire to con-
clude peace with the Esthonlan Repub-
lic. They have given way In regard to
a condition upon which they hitherto
Insisted, namely, demolition of the forti-
fications on tho frontier near Narva.

An understanding also has been
reached on the questions of theTloval-Mosco- w

Railway and the exploitation of
the forests. Esthonla Is unable to un-

dertake construction of the railway line
In-

- Its own territory and It will hnv the
right to concede It to a foreign com-
pany. Some 2,700,000 acres of forest
area are to be allowed for Esthonlan
exploitation. r

Poland refuses to recognize Lithu-
anian Independence unless the Kovno
Government gives up all claim to the
territory Inhabited by the Poles, espe-

cially Vllna and Grovno. Lithuania
protests against this pretension and
complains that the Polish forces are not
respecting the frontier limits fixed by
the Supreme Council at Paris and that
they have entered Lithuanian territory
and taken the town Of Alunta.

RUSSIAN PROCLAIMS
CONTROL IN HARBIN

Manchuria Railway Zone in
Hands of Horvath.

By the Associated Press.
Harbin, Manchuria. Jan. 23. Follow-

ing the assumption by Gen. Isemenoft of
authority over the territory under his
control, Lieut-Ge- Horvath,

and general manager of the Chi-

nese Eastern Railway, Issued the fol-

lowing proclamation to the Russian pop-

ulation along the railway.
"On account of the Interruption of

communication between the supreme
ruler and the Central Government or-

ganization, I consider myself forced,
pending a renewal of contract, to assume
full power over the railway zone. At
the same time, I would call the atten-
tion of the population to the fact that
according to the treaty with China the
sovereign rltfhts of this territory belong
to China and that the satisfactory work-
ing, of the railway as a Russian enter-
prise on foreign territory can be attained
only by the maintenance of friendly re
lations between tne uussian ana cmnpsa
people."

ALLIES REFUSE ARMY
AID TO SOVIET FOES

Determined on Non-interventi-

in Russia.

Paris, Jan. 23. The recent announce-
ment of the Imminent dispatch of an
extensive military expedition to the
Caucasus was an erroneous deduction
caused by the fact that the British hid
riven notice of Inability to furnish their
quota of troops for the plebiscite areas,
according to a statement from the For-
eign Office.

The fact Is, it is pointed out, the Su-

premo Council has specifically rejected
propositions to send even small contin-
gents of troops to help the Georgians
and Azerbaijans and has decided to con-

fine its aid to material and supplies.

George says there Is no truth In reports i

that the British War Minister, Winston ,

Spencer Churchill, and the General Staff
advocate tne senaing or troops to tne
Caucasus or any other part of Russia.

FRENCH COOPERATIVE PLAN.

Law Proposed to Give Employees
Share in Protlts.

Paris, Jan. 23. Deputies Brou&se,
Battel and Manaus have given notice to
the President of- - tho Chamber that they
will soon Introduce a bill rendering ob-

ligatory the participation of employees
and salaried men In the benefits of their
employers.

The terms of the bill provide for the
appropriation of 15 per cent; of the
profits derived from a business, of wlilch
10 per cent, would be distributed among
employees and salaried men In propor-
tion to their salaries. The remaining
5 per cent, would be deposited with a
regional syndicate as a fund to be dis-
tributed ytarly among the employees.

Teschrn Plebiscite at Hand.

Although Mayer Kaufberen belongs to
the Bavarian centre, his appointment Is
no Indication that Bavaria will be spe-
cially represented In Paris, acordlng to
the Petit Parbien. Before tho war
Bavaria was represented In Pari, while
France had a Minister Plenipotentiary
In Munich.

Repayment Until
Exchange Is Better.

wero begun somo time ago for the pro-

longation and extension of the financial
and commercial agreement entered Into
between the French Government and a
committee of Spanish bankers last year
wero successfully completed this week.

Under this agreement Franco
advanced amounting to 435,000,- -

000 pesetas, which were to be repaid. In
monthly Instalments of 35,000,000 peso- -
tan, beginning next Marcn.

In view ot the unfavorable position
of International exchange, however, It
has been arranged that payments will
not begin until March, 1921, Tho Span-
ish bankers are preparing to make a
fresh advance to Franca of 100,000,000
pesetas. New commercial
are said to be under way pending ameli-
oration In exchange rates.

MARK STAYS DOWN.

Germans Surprised nt Its Failure
to Recover,

Berlin, Jan. 23. Surprise Is ex-

pressed by the Tageblatt that tho credit
of 200,000,000 florins recently extended
to Germany by Holland had failed to
cause a recovery In tho value ot tho
mark, and that on the other hand the
depreciation had continued atter the
conclusion ot tho loan.

Is duo to
tho practice of permitting foreign credits
for German exports to remain abroad,
both 'because of a desire to conceal cap-
ital and also In order to have available
tuturo funds for the purchase ot raw
material.
